There are indeed many large Mountains and Bogs, but 
now, by the Induſtry of the Engliſh, made very good and 
fertile Land, either for Tillage or Feeding ; every where 
watered with pleaſant Springs, Rivers, and Loughs or 
Lakes of Water ; indued with great plenty of Fiſh, wild 
and tame Fowl, Horſes, Cows, Oxen and Sheep, as large 
andgood as any in England, and much-more numerous, 
till lately deſtroyed by the incouragement given the new 
raxſed Forces, and other Iriſh Papiſts, by the now Duke 
of Tyrconnel, 

In fome parts, eſpecially of the Weſt and North, a 
Salmon above two foot long, may be- bought for a Penny, 
or two Pence.
